Site pursuant and subject to the provi- 
sions of subsection (3) of section 12 of 
the Municipal Act with respect to 

(a) water supply and distribution sys-

(b) sanitary sewers and treatment fa- 
cilities; 
storm sewers; 
garbage removal and disposal; 
fire protection; 
off-street parking facilities; 
street lighting;

The owners of the Industrial Plant Site 
shall provide such excluded works for 
their own use, if required by them, or 
any of them, at their own expense. 

3. And that from the date of these 
Letters Patent until January 1, 1975, the 
cost of the municipal functions, other 
than the excluded works and _ services 
described in paragraph 2, which shall be 
paid by the Industrial Plant Site to the 
City shall be an amount equivalent to the 
tax that would otherwise be paid by the 
Industrial Plant Site on the basis of its 
assessment of 75 per cent on improve- 
ments and 100 per cent on land times 
the mill rate imposed under the Taxation 
Act in such years. In addition, during 
the said period, for the purposes of meet- 
ing the requisition of the Regional Dis- 
trict of Fraser-Fort George, the City 
shall levy and raise on the same basis of 
assessment of Jand and improvements in 
the Industrial Plant Site as if the said 
Industrial Plant Site remained outside the 
municipality. After January 1, 1975, the 
Industrial Plant Site shall bear all taxes 
and rates levied by the City of Prince 
George, except those imposed to pay for 
the cost of the excluded works and those 
costs referred to in paragraph 5S. 

In all cases the cost of a municipal 
function shall include all engineering, 
design, legal and administrative costs, 
plus all debt charges and interest on tem- 
porary loans which are related to such 
function. 

4. And that no by-law or other regula- 
tion of the Council, except those dealing 
with pollution, shall operate to restrict 
the construction, maintenance, or opera- 
tion of industrial plants on the lands 
designated herein as Industrial Plant Site. 

5. And that if any of the items referred 
to in subclauses (a) to (i), inclusive, in 
the paragraph designating the Industrial 
Plant Site are provided for, at the expense 
of, or on behalf of, the City by a regional 
district or other similar body politic, the 
cost of such work or service shall, for the 
purpose of clause (a) of subsection (3) 
of section 12 of the Municipal Act, be 
deemed to include any requisition upon 
the City of Prince George by such re- 
gional district or body politic for such 
work or service, and the portion of cost 
paid by the City shall reflect this exemp- 
tion. 

6. And that if in any year a licence of 
the nature referred to in section 440 of 
the Municipal Act shall be imposed on 
any person, firm, or corporation carrying

on business within the Industrial Plant 
Site, the fee for such licence shall not 
exceed the maximum levied upon any 
other person, firm, or corporation oper- 
ating outside the Industrial Plant Site but 
within the boundaries of the City of 
Prince George. 

7. And that the Provincial Assessor of 
the Prince George Assessment District of 
the Province shall be deemed to be the 
deputy of the Assessor of the munici- 
pality in respect of the said real-property 
assessment roll for the year 1970 for the 
municipality for such time as the Sur- 
veyor of Taxes of the Province deems 
expedient, and shall thereafter continue 
to be deemed to be the Deputy Assessor 
for the Industrial Plant Site. 

8. The maximum rate of taxation per- 
mitted under section 427 of the Municipal 
Act is excepted and no tax may be im- 
posed thereunder which exceeds one-fifth 
of the maximum rate of taxation other- 
wise permitted under the said section. 


9. And that the Letters Patent of the 
City of Prince George be deemed to be 
amended so as to conform to the premises 
as and from the date of these supple- 
mentary Letters Patent.

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, paesntng 
sufficiently the location of the work, 
be signed by or on behalf of the sae 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.
